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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
12/10/2007 has been entered. 

Specification 

2. The amendment filed 1 1/08/2007 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132(a) because 
it introduces new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132(a) states that no 
amendment shall introduce new matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added 
material which is not supported by the original disclosure is as follows: The elastic 
nature of the securement band was never disclosed in the originally filed application. 
Adding elasticity to the band is considered new matter. 

Applicant is required to cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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4. Claims 2, 5, 7-13, and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. With respect to claims 8, 13, and 
21 , the specification fails to disclose the second securement band being secured to the 
weight and not overlying the weight. Examiner is unable to determine the scope of the 
claim, and is thus precluded from applying an art rejection. With respect to claims 9-10, 
1 6-1 7, and 1 9, the limitation of an elastic securement member is not supported by the 
original specification, drawings, or claims, and therefore constitutes new matter. With 
respect to claim 10, the claiming of the forearm securement strap would result in a 
device having three straps, which is not fully supported by the specification. 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The phrase "wherein said is planar and ribbon-like" is vague 
and indefinite. The scope of the claim cannot be ascertained. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

7. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 
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8. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Groves 
in view of Winston (U.S. 4,966,635). Groves teaches the claimed invention as noted in 
the rejections of claims 2, 5, 8, and 1 1-13 in the office action dated August 5, 2007. 
Groves fails to teach a plurality of flexible chambers. Winston teaches the desirability of 
providing chambers for a wrist engaging weight. In view of the teachings of Winston, it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to 
provide a plurality of chambers encircling the wrist in order to evenly distribute granular 
weight around the wrist. 

9. Claims 16-17 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Groves in view of Winston as applied to claim 15 above, and further in view of 
Murray. The modified Groves device teaches the claimed invention including the use of 
flexible chambers and the weights comprising granular weights. Groves teaches the 
claimed invention, and in another embodiment teaches the desirability of having a 
second strap. Therefore it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time of invention to provide a second fastening strap as taught in other 
embodiments of Groves in order to better secure the device. Groves teaches the 
claimed invention but fails to teach the securement bands being elastic. Murray 
teaches the desirability of providing an elastic securement bands citing the advantages 
of tighter securement. In view of the teachings of Murray, it would have been obvious to 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention to provide Groves with an elastic 
securement bands in order to provide a tighter more comfortable fit.
